That dogs and cats are slowly starved 
to death at the city dog pound and that 
dogeatchers break the legs and backs of 
the unfortunate creatures by needlessly 
cruei methods ef capture and handling 
were charges which aroused the indig- 


nation of animal igvers who responded | 
| yesterday to the call of Ald. Willis O. 


Nance for a conference at the city hall on 
the peril of rabies. Dr. J. A. Clark, pres- 
ident of the Chicago Medical society; Dr. 
FP. A. Fisher, and Dr. C. A. White, vet- 
ériparian, were the men who accused the 
city of operating an inetitute of exquisite 
cruelty to animals. 

Supt. W. F. Stuart of the dog pound ad- 
mitted many of the charges are true, and 
said the only remedy is the doubling of 
facilities for the collection of stray dogs. 
He denied personal knowledge of cruel- 
ties other than starvation and of the 
crowding of animals so that sometimes 
they have to sleep one on top of another. 
The city, he said, makes no adequate pro- 
vision for properly feeding the animals, 
while the old stable used as a dog pound 
lg too small,

As the note has been read more and 
1 ,0re by Carranza officials, it has created 
a feeling that President Wilson intended 
no harsh action toward Mexico. 


™ Leader Sees Solution. 

A distinct feeling prevails that a more 
definite attitude at Washington. will re- 
sult in hastening a solution of the Mexi- 
ean problem without foreign aid. How 
this is to be done nobody professes to 
know, except General Carranza himself 
and he expresses the opinion that his 
intended reoccupation of Mexico City 


- goon will place the Constitutionalists in 


a better position to be recognized by the 
Washington government. It waslearned 
that he intends to interpret the Ameri- 
can warning as a tacit hint that he is 
thé man best fitted to assume ascendency 
in Mexico, and will point out that Wash- 
ington’s recognition would greatly ex- 
pedite peace.

IF WE FIGHT GERMANY. 


Count von Bernstorff’s efforts to preserve peace | 


for this country in ite relations with Germany de- 
serve recognition, The German ambassador, al- 
though embarrassed by the interruption in his 
means of communicating with his government, is 
extraordinarily active in his endeavor to present to 
Berlin an accurate representation not only of Amer 
ican demands but of the national sentiment behind 
the demands. 

“The most apparent error in Germany’s policy 
throughout the war is that it has considered only 
the ponderables. In a world of sentiment it has en- 
deavored to create a world of fact, evidently not 
understanding that when the emotions are sitting 
as judges facts make poor witnesses. Part of the 


German fury may be explained by saying that the | 


Germans see facts too large and are enraged that 
the rest of the world does not see them at all or 
sees them too small. 7 

The elaborate endeavors to prove that the Lausi- 
tania carried guns and the insistence upon the fact 
that it carried ammunition get nowhere against the 
American sentiment that the killing of noncombat- 
ants, women, and children is murder without excuse. 

So long as the Germans decline to see the non- 
combatants on the decks and the Americans decline 
to see the ammunition in the hold the opening for 
deadly consequences is wide. Count von Bernstorff 
is trying with all his power to bring his government 
to understand that the American position is one 
which the American sentiment made it obligatory 
for the government to take. We must try to see the 
German side. 

The loss of life on the Lusitania is irreparable, if 
not inexpiable. For material damage done Amer 
jean property Germany offers to make recompense. 
For the safety of American citizens on the sea here- 
after it would be possible, with concessions on the 
part of both the German and American governments, 
to provide, 

We do not believe there is a bit of sentiment in 
America for a war with Germany merely to punish 
that nation for the sinking of the Lusitania. How- 
ever outraged this country was by the destruction of 
the vessel, there has been no dominating cry from 
men proclaiming that they would go into the 
trenchés in Flanders to avenge their countrymen. 
And we do not think there ought to be such a cry. 
Wars undertaken by a democracy must have or 
ought to have other cause than one of emotions 
outraged by a catastrophe, however tragic. 

War, in the faulty human scheme of things, can 
be justified only as the instrument by which a na- 
tion’ works towards its destiny or averts its fate. 
This excuse is conceded only by nationalists, who, 
praise be, so long as the human scheme of things 
remains so immeasurably away from perfection, 
remain in the majority. | 

War then, if Americans are to think of it as im- 
pending, ought to be considered in the light of our 
national interest and national egotism. We reject 
the idea of a peaceful and commercial war as hu- 
miliating and abasing. If we fight it must be with 
human sacrifice and in human suffering. Save us 
from the obloquy of a tradesman’s war when other 
nations, conscious of their peril or of their rights, 
are offering their best and strongest. : 

Is sacrifice to be demanded of us to uphold a 
matter of international law when to the knowledge 
of any man the law is upon the point of being 
changed to follow the course of invention in the in- 
struments of making war? | 

If we fight let there first be the firm conviction 
that the wonderful German organization of society, 
with its military socialism and its indomitable pur- 
pose, threatens our loose democracy and its empha- 
sis of the individual, his wil, worth, and happiness. 
Let us be convinced that the overthrow of the na- 
tions opposed to Germany would mean the release 
upon us of the terrific powers of this central Pu- 
ropean military empire, young and strong and de- 

If we go to war let it be because we see an em- 
bodied and threatening menace to our form of life, 
and not because in the development of the submarine 
and the wireless and in the new importance of the 
ammunition factory, international law finds itself 
ont of touch with events and impotent to do justice. 

‘Certainly we can find a working adjustment of 
disputed questions to bridge us over the time of 
stress. If we go to the final arbitrament let it be 
with the consciousness that we are working out 
our national destiny and working for our right to 
live as a wish to live. | |

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STAND BY THE SUPREME COURT 
" JUDGES. 


' The great need of having the judicial department 
of the state administered by competent men must be 
apparent to every thinking man. Important as this 
is in the case of the nisi prius and intermediate 
courts, it is of still greater importance in the case of 
the Supreme court—the court of last resort, the final 
ourt in which errors may be corrected and right 
judgments secured. It is the Supreme court to 
which, save in exceptional cases, the last appeal can 
be taken. 

The terms of William M. Farmer of Vandalia, in 
the Second district; of Frank K. Dunn of Charles- 
ton, in the Third district; of James H. Cartwright 
of Oregon, in the Sixth district; and of Orrin N. 
Carter of Dvanston, in the Seventh district, are 
expiring. They are all Republicans with the excep- 
tion of Judge Farmer. He and the two remaining 
members of the court are Democrats. 

The people of Cook county and the other counties 

fn the Seventh district, largely through the instru- 
mentality of the lawyers of the district, have given 
appropriate recognition to the fitness.of Judge Car- 
ter, the Repfiblican candidate, by seeing to it that no 
candidate should be placed in opposition to him. It 
now remains for the voters of the Second, Third, and 
Sixth districts of this state to see to it that, irrespec- 
tive of any opposition, Judge Farmer, an efficient 
member of our highest tribunal; Judge Dunn, a 
level headed and intelligent judge; and Judge Cart- 
wright, in whom deep learning and judicial tempera- 
ment are pronounced qualities, should be re#lected. 

The judicial department of the state is strength- 
ened and its independence secured by establishing 
the rule that the man who has done well on the bench, 
who is capable and industrious, and who has acted 
fearlessly and impartially will be re€lected. Most 
unfortunate of all would it be if his re#lection were 
contingent upon his decision, honestly rendered, 
in one or the other case. The only inquiry 
that the voters have a right to make is whether a 
case was decided by the judge.upon his conviction of 
the law, not whether they agree or disagree with the 
conclusion at which the judge arrived. Any other 
theory would be subversive of our form of govern- 
ment.

This statement opens up the entire quea- 
tion of preservatives. The same argument 
has been used against refrigeration. It 
has been asserted that some of those who 
opposed preserving with benzoate were 
preserving with peppera and spices, and 
that these subatances not only are more 
harmful than benzoate but also es bet- 
ter preservatives, and therefore permit 
the use of even worse foods—an important 
point and an interesting one, especially 
as women have elways used spices te 
preserve with. 

Profs. Hoffman and Evans of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin have spent some 
time trying to find out whether spices will 
preserve and how they compare with 
benzoate They found ginger, black pep- 
per, and cayenne are of no service. Nut- 
meg and allspice have some preserving 
power, but got much. 

Cinnamon, cloves, and mustard are fine 
preservatives—even better than benzoate. 
Cinnamon and mustard would preserve 
even wheh the amount present did. not 
change the taste much. They took some 
spolled tomato catchup and tried the rela- 
tive powers of cinnamon, mustard, and 
benzoate to stop further apolling in it. 
They found cinnamon the best, mustard 
next, while benzoic acid was much the 


| least efficient.

Now, !f the manufacturers want to go 
to school they can learn the art of preserv- 
ing with cinnamon and mustard from the 
women folks who practiced it long before 
anybody ever heard of benzoate. 

Tt is clear that chere are many methods 
of preserving foodstuffs.

NO CAUSE FOR WAR. 

Chicago, June 8.—[Editor of The Tri 
une.]—THE TRIBUNS recently referred to 
the great number of foreign nationalities 
represented im our citizenship as a rea’ 
son why the United States should not 
go to war. This seems to me highly ob- 
jectionable, . 

First, because ft implies that natural- 
ized citizena, despite their voluntary and 
solemn oath of allegiance to this govern- 
ment, might, In the event of such a war, 
be less loyal than our other citizens. Our 
history proves this to be an unjust and 
unwarranted assumption. The natural 
affection for the land of one’s birth does 
not conflict and would not be permitted 
by our naturalized citizens or their de- 


tion to the adopted country. 

Becor. and yet more important, tt 
ignores and obscures the fact that there 
is no reason for a wer. No foreign na- 
tion has Intentionally given usa cause for 
war. The violations of the rights of 
American citizens of which our govern- 
ment has complained were resulting inci- 
dents of a plan of campaign egainst the 
enemy in the present war. They were 
not inflicted with hostile intent toward 
us. It ia the right and duty of our gov- 
ernment to tndicate and protest against 
all such violations. But that furnishes 
no warrant for such a further destruc- 
tion of tnnocent lives, American and for- 
eign, a8 would result from a war. 

The torpedoing of the Lusitania was 
not an intentional act of hostility toward 
our government or ite citizena, but was 
done to destroy the property and injure . 
the commerce of anenemy. Germany's 
program of a war sone controlled by gub- 
marines has developed @ difference of 
opinion as to what international law per- 
mits. But such questions find their proper 
forum not upon the battlefield but in 
an international court of arbitration. 
our arbitration treaties mean anything, 
they mean that an honest difference of 
opinion between our government and a 
foreign nation is not a cause for war,

partmemt today show that there have 
been material decreases in the amount of 
distilled spirits consumed in the United 
States.

Ly $1,250,000 a month. despite the fact that 
wines ere paying & high tax as 4 result of 
the emergency “ war tax” law enacted 
by the last congress.
